Washington, Ju n e I.— General Car 
ranza’s latest note, bluntly question 
ing

Mexican soil, caused a stir in official 
circles here only second in tenseness 
to the interchange of notes with Ger­ 
many. 
A translation of the document 12.000 
words long, was given to the president 
and he began a study of it at once. 
No one in authority would attempt 
to forecast just what course the presi­ 
dent might decide upon. 
There was complete unanimity, how­ 
ever, in the belief that tiler*' would 
be no immediate withdrawal of the 
Pershing expedition. 
High officials said tho de facto gov­ 
ernment so far had utterly failed to 
demonstrate its ability to protect the 
border against bandits and expressed 
the opinion that the troops would stay 
in Mexico until this was done. 
It was suggested by some that the 
belligerent and uncompromising tone 
resumed by 
Carranza 
probably was 
largely for effect upon the 
Mexican 
public and there was Huh* disposition 
to believe that the de facto government 
actually contemplated an effort to ex­ 
pel the American army by force. Oth­ 
ers took a more serious view.

Life That Looks Like Real Death, Yet 
Revivea After Many Months. 
Olio of tho most extraordinary mani­ 
festation* of life Is a condition quite 
common aiuoug the lower animals and 
known as anabiosis, or suspended ani­ 
mation. The creature In to all appear­ 
ances (lend. 
The m«»Nt refined me ms 
of observation cannot detect a sign of 
life. 
The blood ban ceased to flow. 
The nerve* no longer respond to any 
stimulation. 
There Is neither respira­ 
tion, elimination nor sensation. 
This 
state may last a long time, hut given 
tho proper conditions tho creature will 
come to life again. 
The lower we go In the scale of life 
the marc pronounced is this state of 
neither life nor death. 
Some remarkable experiments con­ 
ducted by E. Shultz and A. Bittgol of 
Petrogrnd are described by the Berlin 
correspondent of the KcluutiUe A mer 
lean. 
Tile experimenter* dried round­ 
worms till they won* as thin as paper 
strips, then cut them into thin slices 
When placed in water the tissues 
swelled to their normal proportions,
